The work of Central’s organizations 
continued throughout the _ year, 
despite a growing trend of indif- 
ferences on the part of many sstu- 
dents. The leaders of service clubs 
faced the ageold problem of orga- 
nizing worthwhile projects while 
- their members would support. They 
managed to find conditions at 
Central and in the community 
| which needed improving and set to 
work. 


_ The clubs organized to promote a 
_ specific interest faced a more com-
